| 2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The claimed invention relates to an enameled wire having magnetic 
reluctance properties and preparation method and the magnetoresistant 
coil by using the same preparation method. 

The following document was cited as particular relevant in the 
International Search Report : 

Dl: US 5674614 A (Sumitomo Wiring Systems Ltd) 

Dl discloses a vanished electric wire that includes cured coatings of 
polybenzimidazole. The polybenzimidazole coatings are cured utilizing a 
polymerrization initiator having a high heat-resistance. 

But the document does not disclose the magnetoresistant enameled coil 
and the manufacturing method that are capable of minimizing the energy 
loss and temperature rise; obtaining high exterior magnetic flux density; 
preventing the isolation from being easily damaged;and giving an effect 
similar to the anisotropic magnetoresistance even at low voltage. 
Therefore, the invention is novel, involves an inventive step and has also 
industrial applicability. 
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
